REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 has been allowed because the prior art of record does not teach or render obvious 
the total combination claimed, including an interlock member for selective attachment to the 
carriage of a printer, and a first slot formed on an upper end of the cassette and a tab formed on 
the interlock member for releasably interengaging the cassette and the interlock member.

Claim 8 has been allowed because the prior art of record does not teach or render obvious 
the total combination claimed, including an interlock member for selective attachment to the 
carriage, the inside leg comprising a tab extending from the inside leg into a chute of the 
carriage, the tab connected to the interlock member being cooperative with a slot in the ink 
cassette for releasably interengaging the cassette and the interlock member as the cassette slides 
vertically into the carriage without rotating the cassette. 

Claim 16 has been allowed because the prior art of record does not teach or render 
obvious the total method claimed, including the steps of providing an interlock member having 
one of a mating projection and recess thereon, and connecting the interlock member to a printer 
carriage chute, vertically sliding the cassette into the carriage chute without pivoting the cassette, 
and interengaging the mating projection and recess as the cartridge slides into the carriage chute.
